However the applicant's amendment, nor the arguments following the amendment place the article in position for allowance and the the 
art rejections of the the privious action are maintained. The argument regarding the roughness is not persuasive because the article of the 
the Murry reference is considered to be smooth and would therefore be considered to have a roughness of less than 1 micrometer.
